11,716 Students Attend 


State Junior Colleges | 


California now has 11,716 students 
enrolled in the 16 junior colleges 
throughout the state, accordng to an 
announcements of the state depart- 
ment of education. 

A total of $1,765,638 will be ex- 
pended by the state and counties in 
maintaining these schools during the 
current year, the report showed. In- 
cluding; students enrolled in high 
school-junior college courses, the 
state total for all students is 13,493. 

The latter total is compared with 
the enrollment in 1917, when jun- 
ior colleges were first established in 
California. In that year a total of 
1,561 students registered.

The dinner banquet 
at 7 p. m. in the Breakers hotel fea- 
tured the presentation of cups. The
